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OLDEST DOCUMENT on file in 
the office of the Tulare county 
recorder is shown above — a 
transaction within the office of the 
county recorder by which C. E. 
Everett is appointing W. G. M. 
Samuel to be his deputy county 
recorder, when the county seat 
was still at W~ odsville. This docu- 
ment brings up a historical ques- 
tion, since A. B. Gordon was elect- 
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1852, when Tulare county was 
formed, however, two months 
later, C. E. Everett is recorder. 
What happened to Gordon. and 
how did Everett get the office? 
A Dr. Everett had been elected as- 
sessor and may be the same per- 
son. If so, he was later killed in 
a gun fight over a five dollar 
gambling debt. After 1852, the 
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order on July 10, 
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county clerk served as recorder 
exofficio, until 1861, when the of- 
fice was again filled by election. 
Since the document shown above 
is in different handwritings, it is 
likely that it is the original copy. 
Most old records in the recorder's 
office are copies. (Cut and in- 
formation from "Los Tulares," his- 
torical bulletin of the Tulare 
County Historical Society.)

A 1949 ITEM in The Old Days 
in this issue of The Farm Tribune 
to the effect that Porterville 
baseball fans had raised the nec- 
essary dough — some $25,000 — 
and that the town would have a 
team in the Sunset league, 
brought to mind the question, 
“what ever happened to the Pack- 
ers?” The question, we said, not 
the answer, because there has 
never been a report to the stock- 
holders of The Porterville Base- 
ball Club, Incorporated, since the 
present board of: directors, with 
Jack Tighe as president and Frank 
Brown as vice president, took over 
following the 1950 baseball sea- 
son ... Prior to that time there 
had been loud and persistent con- 
versation about mismanagement 
of the Packer club and some of 
those who had talked the loudest 
were put on the board of directors. 
This new, enlightened manage- 
ment was unable to keep Porter- 
ville in organized baseball and, 
during the season of 1951, substi- | 
tuted semi-pro ball. In 1952, the 
Porterville Padres were brought 
in, a Class C professional team 
that failed to finish the season 
and that still owes a bill or two 

around town .. . Now, we know 
it’s tough to keep a professional 
ball team going in a town the size 
of Porterville, and we suspect 
that some of those who were put 
in the driver’s seat in 1950 have 
also found that out. But direc- 
tors of a corporation have certain 
legal and moral responsibilities to 
their stockholders — responsibili- 
ties that the present board has 
‘completely ignored. As examples 
‘here are some of the provisions of 
the by-laws of The Porterville 
{ Baseball Club, a °corporation:

Coyotes Do Not 
Control Squirrels 


The belief that coyotes keep| 


down the-squirrel population has 
been apparently disproved on the 
San Joaquin Experimental range 
in Madera county, where Walter 
E. Howard of the University of 
California has conducted experi- 
ments that tend to show that al- 
though one-third of the diet of a 
coyote consists of Squirrels, the 
actual number eaten by coyotes is 
sO small that it has little effect 
on increase of squirrel Population. 
Rattlesnakes and red-tailed hawks 
in the experimental area, killed 


about five times as many squirrels 
as did coyotes.
